following the capitulation of J a ­ 
pan. A fellow prisoner was his 
brother, Sgt. Leonard Mack Slim­ 
mers, until they were separated! 
in March, 1944, and sent to pris­ 


on camps in different countries 
then held by the Nipponese. They 
were reunited, however, in Cal­ 
cutta, India. 
Leonard has not 
been brought back to the States 
as yet. 
During 
his 
entire 
imprison­ 
ment, Staff Sergeant Summers 
was permitted to receive not one 
of the many letters sent him 
from home and but one of the 
several post cards he w'rote to 
the folks at Chico ever reached 
its destination. 
Summers recalls as the most 
frightful parts of his experience 
as a prisoner of the Japs that 
portion of the time he spent with 
his fellow' prisoners building a 
railroad through the jungle to 
Bangkok, Thailand. 
More than 
one third of the men died of 
malnutrition and hardships in­ 
flicted upon them.

These al­ 
lowances are the very minimum and in many 
instances do not cover the actual cost of trans­ 
portation, icing, and shrinkage. 
Consequently, meat packers are better off 
when they sell close to their producing plants.
